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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 5-1 8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claims. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ingram 
(U.S. Patent Application No. 2003/0183662). 

6. Ingram discloses a closure for a container comprising a key member (16) and a 
closure member (14) having an opening and a concealed sealing member (30) 
moveable between an open and closed position. The closure member includes an 
access channel (A, fig. 4 below labeled by examiner) in communication with the sealing 
member, and the key member includes an engagement portion (38) that is moveable 
within the access channel so as to move the sealing member into an open position 
when the key member and closure member are releasably engaged. The engagement 
portion further includes a protrusion (B) and the access channel includes a co-operable 
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first recess (C), the co-operation providing a keyed combination between the key 
member and the closure member, the arrangement being further characterized wherein 
the key member is inserted into an opening along the access channel at a location (26) 
remote from the sealing member. Ingram further discloses the engagement portion 
having a recess (D) in communication with and extending at an angle from the first 
recess. The second recess including an elongate member (E) moveably secured and 
extending through the closure member wherein the elongate member is moveable by a 
respective protrusion so as to open and close the sealing member. The closure is 
secured to the container in a removable manner. 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ingram in 
view of Conti et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,944,214). 

9. Ingram discloses all the claimed limitations as shown above but fails to teach that 
the container includes a tamper-evident member disposed between the closure member 
and the container. 

10. Conti teaches that it is known in the art to manufacture a closure with a tamper- 
evident member disposed between a closure member and a container (col. 6, II. 67, col. 
7, lines 1-4). 

11. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have manufactured the closure of Ingram with a tamper-evident 
member disposed between the closure member and container, as taught by Conti, in 
order to ensure that the contents of the container have not been tampered with before 
their intended use.
